any greater wisdom rests with 
the politicians who merely handle 
millions while spending the taxes 
Other men pay. 


Tobin's statement is all arro- 


gance, gall, and 
condescension. 


Just because you had the gift of 
gab and were a good handshaker 
in the old home town, and finally 
got to be a cabinet officer—all this 


oesn't give you the right to pre- 
ume to talk to the American peo- 
ple as though they were 
stupid 


enough to forget you arc still a 
politician.

rogant leaders like Tobin and fol- 
lowers stupid enough to believe in 
him.

Dulles' address came amid these 


other rapid-fire developments in- 
volving the United States' position 
in troubled Asia: 


(1) General

Dulles conferred for 00 minutes. 
It was learned they were in vir- 
tually complete agreement on ne- 
cessity for prompt American aid 
for Red-threatened Formos and the 
need for a peace treaty for Japan. 


(2) MacArthur,

learned, was pleased with the out- 
come of his conference Monday 
with Defense Secretary Johnson 
and General Omar 
N. Bradley, 


chairman of the U. S. joint chiefs 
of staff. MacArthur a d v ocated 
sending U. S. military equipment 
to the Chinese Nationalists on For- 
mosa to be administered by an 
American military 
mission. 
He 


maintained that American positions 
on nearby Okinawa and the Philip- 
pines would be threatened if the 
Chinese Reds took Formosa.

Bradley flew to 
Okinawa to 
in, 


spect key air bases on that battle 
famed island. Johnson commented 
the Americans were going to stay 
on Okinawa "for a

time. 


Later he and Bradley returned to 
Tokyo, Japan's ancient

for an overnight stay. Dulles met 
during the afternoon with Japanese 
Prime Minister Shigeru 
Yoshida 


after talking with other Japanese 
officials.
